Hon.  Samuel  M.  Ralston,  Governor: 

Sir — The  reports  of  the  Commandant  and  Adjutant  show  the 
financial  and  physical  condition  of  the  Home. 

The  great  need  of  the  Home  at  present  is  more  room,  both  in 
the  Hospital  and  in  quarters.  The  Hospital  has  been  in  a  crowded 
condition  for  the  past  year,  and  at  present  there  are  members  both 
in  camp  and  on  furlough  who  are  hospital  patients,  but  who  cannot 
be  admitted  because  of  lack  of  room. 

There  has  never  been  a  better  feeling  in  the  Home  among  its 
members  than  at  present.     Peace  and  quietude  prevail  at  the  Home.

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COMMANDANT'S  REPORT. 


To  the  Board  of  Trustees: 

The  annual  report  of  the  Indiana  State  Soldiers'  Home  for  the 
fiscal  year  ending  September  30,  1914,  is  hereby  submitted  for  your 
consideration. 

The  financial  report  of  the  Adjutant  shows  in  detail  the  receipts 
and  expenditures  of  the  Institution  for  the  year,  and  his  popula- 
tion report  shows  the  changes  in  membership  during  that  time. 
There  were  8-4  deaths  during  the  year:  49  men  and  35  women. 
The  average  daily  attendance  increased  from  844  in  1913,  to  909 
in  1941.  The  enrollment  on  September  30,  1914,  was  1,417,  of 
which  508  were  men  and  909  were  women.  The  increased  per 
capita  cost  shows  that  the  "high  cost  of  living"  is  a  reality  in  the 
Institution  as  well  as  in  private  life.  Subsistence  supplies  cost  the 
Home  14.1  per  cent,  more  for  the  year  ending  September  30,  1914, 
than  for  the  previous  year. 

The  vegetable  house  and  the  roof  on  the  library  building  were 
completed  during  the  fiscal  year,  the  former  at  a  cost  of  $2,500 
and  the  latter  at  a  cost  of  $1,800.  Specific  appropriations  were 
made  for  each  building.  The  annual  appropriation  of  $6,000  for 
repairs  and  painting,  was  entirely  expended  during  the  fiscal  year. 

Owing  to  the  extremely  dry  weather  the  fund  for  tiling  the 
cemetery  was  not  expended  and  it  is  suggested  that  the  incoming 
Legislature  be  asked  to  re-appropriate  this  sum. 

The  floor  in  the  basement  of  the  assembly  hall  is  rotted  out  in 
many  places  and  should  be  replaced  with  a  new  one.  An  ash 
conveyer  at  the  power  house  would  be  a  great  labor  saver.  The 
streets  in  the  Home  should  all  be  resurfaced  "with  gravel,  as  they 
have  become  so  worn  that  in  the  spring  and  after  hard  and  con- 
tinued rains,  vehicles  cut.  through  the  present  surfacing.  Many 
of  the  steam  pipes  are  eaten  through  in  places  and  should  be 
replaced  with  new  ones.  A  custodial  building  for  demented  mem- 
bers is  a  very  urgent  need. 

The  Morton  carriage  is  still  housed  in  the  barn.  A  .eparate 
building  inside  the  circle  should  be  provided  for  it. 
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The  Committee  appointed  by  the  Grand  Army  visited  the  Home 
in  November,  1913,  but  the  day  was  a  very  stormy  one  and  the 
Committee  saw  but  little  of  the  Home. 

The  Home  has  been  crowded  since  early  in  August,  and  at  the 
present  time  there  is  a  large  waiting  list.

Hon.  Samuel  M.  Ralston,  Governor: 

Sir — The  reports  of  the  Commandant,  Adjutant  and  Chief 
Surgeon  show  the  financial  and  physical  condition  of  the  Home. 

Many  of  the  buildings  and  cottages  on  the  grounds  have  been 
reroofed,  painted  and  repaired  in  general  during  the  last  year, 
thus  putting  the  buildings  in  good  habitable  condition.  The 
buildings  for  housing  members  are  now  filled  to  their  capacity 
and  the  roll  of  applicants  waiting  for  admission  continues  to  grow. 
The  hospital  is  crowded  to  its  capacity  and  quite  a  number  are 
waiting  and  begging  for  admission.  We  hope  to  be  able  to  build 
our  new  annex  to  the  hospital  early  next  year,  which  will  give  us 
room  for  thirty-six  more  patients. 

There  has  never  been  a  better  feeling  in  the  Home  among  the 
officers  affd  members  than  at  the  present  time.  Peace  and  quietude 
prevail  at  the  Home.

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COMMANDANT'S  REPORT. 


To  the  Board  of  Trustees,  Indiana  State  Soldiers'  Home. 

Gentlemen:  Herewith  is  submitted  the  annual  report  of  the 
Indiana  State  Soldiers'  Home  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  September 
30,  1915. 

The  Adjutant's  population  report  shows  an  average  d'^ily 
attendance  during  the  year  of  916  members,  337  men  and  579 
women.  The  total  enrollment  on  September  30,  was  1461,  510 
men  and  951  women.  There  were  100  deaths  during  the  year,  44 
men  and  56  women. 

The  financial  report  shows  in  detail  the  receipts  and  expendi- 
tures for  the  institution  during  the  year. 

Colonel  James  E.  Miller,  Inspector  General  and  Chief  Surgeon, 
National  Home  for  Disabled  Volunteer  Soldiers,  inspected  the 
Home  twice  during  the  year,  December  12,  1914  and  May  31,  1915. 

The  visiting  committee  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic 
Department  of  Indiana,  visited  and  thoroughly  inspected  the 
Home  on  November  11,  1914,  a  majority  of  the  committee  being 
present. 

The  coal  shed  was  completed  and  equipped  during  the  year. 
Some  trouble  was  experienced  with  the  coal  crusher  but  the  con- 
tractor overcame  the  difficulty  and  it  is  now  giving  entire  satis- 
faction. Mine  run  coal  is  being  used  with  much  better  results  than 
from  screenings. 

The  annual  appropriation  of  $6,000  for  repairs  and  painting 
was  entirely  expended  during  the  fiscal  year  and  much  repair  work 
is  yet  needed  on  the  frame  cottages.  Joists  and  sills  will  have  to 
be  replaced  under  a  number  of  the  older  buildings  where  they  are 
decayed  and  interiors  will  have  to  be  repaired  in  many  places. 

The  pressing  need  for  more  room  suggests  that  appeals  be 
made  to  a  number  of  the  wealthier  counties  of  the  State  that  have 
built  no  cottages,  and  whose  members  are  now  quartered  in  build- 
ings built  and  paid  for  by  other  counties,  to  build  cottages  suffi- 
ciently large  to  accommodate  the  members  from  their  respective 
counties.  If  this  were  done  it  would  relieve  much  distress  by  giv- 
ing a  home  to  many  needy  people  and  correct  an  injustice  to  the 
counties  now  having  buildings. 
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No  changes  have  been  made  in  the  heads  of  departments  m 
the  past  year,  and  all  have  performed  their  duties  cheerfully 
and  well.

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ANNUAL  REPORT 

Of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Indiana  State  Soldiers'  Home 
For  the  Fiscal  Year  Ending  September  30,  1916. 


Hon.  Samuel  M.   Ralston,  Governor: 

Sir — The  reports  of  the  Commandant,  Adjutant  and  Chief 
Surgeon  show  the  financial  and  physical  condition  of  the  Home. 

A  number  of  the  buildings  and  cottages  at  the  Home  have 
been  reroofed,  painted  and  repaired.  A  new  laundry  has  been 
built  and  equipped  of  modern  type. 

An  annex  to  the  Hospital  is  being  built  and  when  completed, 
will  be  a  comfort  to  many  old  veterans,  their  wives  and  widows. 

The  buildings  for  housing  members,  and  the  hospital,  are  now 
filled  to  their  capacity.  Their  are  many  applicants  for  admission 
on  the  waiting  list  begging  to  be  cared  for  at  the  Home,  but  no 
room. 

There  seems  to  be  a  good  feeling  between  the  officers  and 
members  of  the  Home.     Peace  and  quietude  prevails.

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COMMANDANT'S  REPORT. 


To  the  Board  of  Trustees: 

The  annual  reports  of  the  Adjutant  and  Surgeon  for  the  fiscal 
year  ending  September  30,  1916,  are  submitted  herewith. 

The  financial  report  of  the  Adjutant  shows  in  detail  the  receipts 
and  expenditures  and  the  movement  of  population  in  the  institu- 
tion during  the  year.  The  average  number  present  was  872, 
a  loss  of  44  as  compared  with  the  preceding  year.  Thirty-three 
men  and  eleven  women  made  up  this  loss.  The  enrollment  on 
September  30,  1916,  was  457  men  and  927  women. 

The  surgeon's  report  shows  in  detail  the  work  of  the  medical 
department  through  the  year.  The  death  rate  was  unusually 
high,  caused  by  the  prevalence  of  pneumonia  and  kindred  diseases 
during  the  winter  months. 

The  custodial  annex  to  the  hospital  has  not  been  completed, 
owing  to  the  labor  troubles,  but  the  work  is  now  moving  a  little 
more  satisfactorily. 

The  burning  of  the  laundry  early  in  February  with  the  loss 
of  clothing  and  bedding,  and  the  long  period  in  which  the  laundry 
work  had  to  be  done  outside,  caused  an  expense  out  of  the  ordinary 
of  between  nine  and  ten  thousand  dollars.  The  burned  building 
has  been  replaced  with  a  modern  one  much  superior  to  the  old  one 
and  equipped  with  up-to-date  machinery.  The  insurance  received 
has  been  paid  for  the  new  building  and  its  equipment. 

The  Home  was  inspected  twice  during  the  year,  November  18, 
1915,  and  April  19,  1916,  by  inspectors  for  National  and  State 
Homes,  and  also  in  September  b}^  the  committee  appointed  by  the 
Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  this  committee  doing  its  work  more 
systematically  and  thoroughly  than  any  similar  one  that  has  ever 
visited  the  Home. 

Appropriate  Memorial  and  Decoration  Day  services  were  held 
by  Jasper  Packard  Post,  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic. 

Needs  of  the  Institution  for  which  specific  appropriations 
should  be  asked  for  from  the  Legislature: 

To  complete  the  hospital  annex,  as  originally  intended. 

To  replace  the  present  unsanitary  hospital  kitchen  porch  with 
a  cement  one. 
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To  replace  the  })urned  clothing  and  wash  room  witli  a  building 
sufficiently  large  for  a  clothing  room,  mending  and  cleaning  room, 
and  members  wash  room. 

To  add  to  the  present  ice  storage  room  an  addition  sufficiently 
large  to  store  100  tons  ice. 

To  rewire  all  older  buildings,  placing  the  wires  in  conduits. 

To  add  to  the  present  power  plant  an  engine  and  dynamo  large 
enough  to  care  for  the  overload  on  present  plant. 

To  replace  worn  out  steam  and  water  lines  and  make  needed 
extensions  and  enlargements. 

To  resurface  streets  and  roads. 

To  increase  per  capita  allowance  from  SI 6.00  to  $18.00  per 
month.

ANNUAL  REPORT 

Of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Indiana  State  Soldiers'  Home 
for  the  Fiscal  Year  Ending  September  30,  1917. 


Hon.  James  P.  Goodrich,  Governor: 

Sir — The  reports  of  the  Commandant,  Adjutant  and  Chief 
Surgeon  show  the  financial  and  physical  condition  of  the 
Home. 

There  have  been  a  number  of  needed  improvements  made 
during  the  year :  the  repairing  of  the  substation  of  the  steam 
plant,  also  the  building  of  a  steam  line  to  reinforce  the  present 
heating  system;  an  addition  to  the  ice  plant  has  been  com- 
pleted; the  annex  to  the  hospital  has  been  completed,  which 
facilitates  and  adds  very  much  to  the  comfort  and  care  of 
th€  patients.  A  number  of  buildings,  cottages,  water  tanks 
and  bridges  have  been  painted  and  repaired. 

The  Home  is  crowded  to  its  full  capacity.  There  are  now 
over  200  on  the  waiting  list,  not  having  room  to  accommodate 
them. 

There  is  a  general  good  feeling  existing  between  the  offi- 
cers and  the  members  of  the  Home.

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COMMANDANT'S  REPORT 


To  the  Board  of  Trustees,  Indiana  State  Soldiers'  Home: 

Gentlemen — Reports  of  the  Adjutant  and  Surgeon  for 
the  fiscal  year  ending  September  30,  1917,  are  submitted 
herewith. 

The  Adjutant's  population  report  shows  a  total  enrollment 
of  1,425  at  the  close  of  the  year.  The  average  daily  attendance 
during  the  year  was  865,  seven  less  than  for  the  preceding 
year.  There  were  132  deaths  during  the  year,  63  men  and 
69  women. 

Dr.  G.  W.  Lee,  who  had  been  with  the  Home  for  several 
years,  entered  the  government  service  and  is  now  in  France. 
Dr.  R.  H.  Stenger  of  Scottsburg,  Indiana,  was  engaged  to 
fill  the  vacancy. 

The  Home  was  inspected  and  its  soldier  members  mus- 
tered by  Colonel  James  E.  Miller,  Inspector-General  and 
Surgeon,  National  Homes  for  Disabled  Volunteer  Soldiers, 
on  May  15,  1917. 

The  increased  cost  of  labor  and  all  supplies  used  by  the 
institution  has  rendered  the  per  capita  allowance  made  by 
the  State  inadequate  to  meet  current  expenses,  and  to  meet 
the  monthly  deficit  the  excess  of  pensions  was  used. 

But  little  in  the  way  of  repairs  was  done  during  the  year, 
as  the  repair  fund  was  not  available  until  the  close  of  the 
fiscal  year. 

Every  department  has  been  hampered  by  lack  of  help. 
The  hospital,  particularly,  has  been  more  or  less  crippled 
from  that  cause  during  the  entire  year.

To  the  Honorable  J.  P.  GOODRICH,  Governor: 

Sir — Your  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Indiana  State  Soldiers'

COMMANDANT'S  REPORT 


To  the  Board  of  Trustees,  Indiana  State  Soldiers'  Home: 

Gentlemen — Reports  of  the  Adjutant  and  Surgeon  are 
submitted  herewith.  The  Adjutant's  population  report  shows 
an  enrollment  of  1,303  on  September  30,  1918,  a  loss  of  122 
during  the  fiscal  year.  The  daily  average  present  during  the 
year  was  827.  There  were  113  deaths  during  the  year,  47 
men  and  66  women. 

Dr.  A.  E.  Morgan,  Head  Surgeon,  entered  the  government 
service  in  July,  1918,  and  was  succeeded  by  Dr.  T.  R.  Bass, 
of  the  Hampton,  Va.,  National  Home.  Dr.  R.  H.  Stenger 
went  to  the  Kankakee,  111.,  Hospital  for  the  Insane,  and  later 
into  the  government  service.  He  was  succeeded  by  Dr.  J.  W. 
Birchfield. 

Mrs.  Ethel  Hawkins,  for  some  years  superintendent  of 
nurses,  also  entered  the  government  service  and  was  suc- 
ceeded by  Miss  Margaret  Dee. 

Colonel  James  E,  Miller,  Surgeon-General  and  Inspector- 
General  for  National  and  State  Soldiers'  Homes,  mustered 
the  soldiers  and  inspected  the  Home  April  1,  1918. 

Labor  and  all  supplies  used  in  the  maintenance  of  the 
Home  have  advanced  in  price  so  much  that  the  per  capita 
allowance  made  by  the  State  w^as  not  sufficient  to  meet  the 
expenses  incurred  and  $46,986.24  of  the  pension  fund  was 
drawn  upon  and  $9,973.93  was  furnished  from  the  Governor's 
contingent  fund.  The  per  capita  maintenance  fund  should  be 
increased  not  less  than  30  per  cent. 

Specific  appropriations  are  needed  for  the  following  pur- 
poses : 

Rewiring  most  of  the  older  buildings  of  the  Home. 
Extending  and  repairing  water  and  steam  lines. 
Sinking  additional  wells  for  water  supply. 
Additional  clothespresses  and  new  steam  tank  at  laundry. 
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Building  clothing-room,  garage,  coalshed,  addition  to  hos- 
pital and  cement  porch  at  hospital  kitchen. 
Repairs  to  streets  and  roads. 
Additional  dynamo  at  power-house. 

These  improvements  are  all  urgently  needed.
